• MANAGEMENT consequents of 
the Federal Wage Hour Act, par- 
ticularly in the engineering pro- 
fession, formed the basis for dis- 
cussion *t the two-day seseions of 
the Institute of Management Policy 
which opened Monday under the 
co-sponsorship of the School of En- 
gineering and the National Manage- 
ment Division of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers. 

The program was planned as the 
first of a series on problems of 
principles and practices of federal 
and state act*. The object of the 
institute is to provide a basis for 
the better understanding of the 
legislation with special reference to 
administrative problems between 
the agencies of the government 
and of engineering and industry. 

The Institute is open to indus- 
trial and engineering executives, 
trede association managers, teach- 
ers of management, personnel ad- 
ministrators, and graduate stu- 
dents. The programs of the Insti- 
tute are being developed under the 
direction of Frederick M. Feiker, 
Dean of the School of Engineering, 
a former Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce and a former director 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Dom- 
estic Commerce. 

"There is a certain timeliness

• DR. RICHARD E. KELSO, Fel- 
low in the Pathology Department 
at the Medical School, end a gradu- 
ate of last year’s medical class, has 
recently published a significant ar- 
ticle in the American Journal of 
Clinical Pathology dealing with a 
rapid biological test for the rou- 
tine diagnosis of pregnancy. 

Concurrent with the publication 
of thfs article anether accomplish- 
ment was added to Dr. Kelso's first 
year as M.D. when the District of 
Columbia Medical Board Examiners 
announced that he had -received the 
top rating of all candidates in the 
April board examinations. 

Dr. Kelso’s high average of 89 
per cent In the Basic Board Medical 
Examinations is one 4>f the highest 
ranks ever received in an examina- 
tion considered among the most dif- 
ficult of any in the country, and 
which has been responsible for up 
to one-lhlrd failures among the 
candidates. 

His article entitled “A 24-Hour 
Test for the Diagnosis of Preg- 
nancy" sets forth a procedure of 
great importance in the field of ob- 
stetrics. It Is now being rapidly 
adopted by clinical laboratories and 
hospitals throughout the country 
because it is the most simple, ac- 
curate, and rapid pregnancy test 
yet devised. 

Representing a modification of 
the popular Acheim-Zondek Test, 
Which thitherto shared equal ac- 
ceptance with the Friedman Test, 
it overcomes their chief disadvan- 
tages of inconvenience, delayed 
diagnosis, and expense. In using 
white immature female rats Dr. 
Kelso has shown an accuracy ap- 
proximating 97 per cent with his 
procedure, and that positive results 
may be obtained as early as three 
weeks after conception, and yet 
fulfill all the requisites of a satis- 
. factory test.
